Not even a biood fleck of them was left. Bits 
of the caisson, an iron axle, a torn oak spoke,

At the first shock of the explosion half the 
horses in the detachment stampeded. The 
four attached to No. 1 gun smashed into the 
cavuiry just ahead and set the troop horses 
careering upon the sidewalks, The iead- 
ing files of Varnum’s troop got the full force 
of the explosion and were for the instant in 
confusion. 
But not a man lost his wits for a second. 
**Dynamiters!’’ was the first thought that 
flashed: before the soldiers when the crash | 
came.

The company has 
claimed ever since the etrike that the men 
could get back by applying as individuals, 
But there was a difference in the manner in 
which this was formerly said and now. There 
is no feeling of bitterness or resentment 
coupled with the present statement, and in 
ease the men should return to work the com- 
pany will even be willing to investigate any 
grievances they may present, and in case it 
should be shown that too severe a cut had 
been made in the wages of certain of the em- 
ployés this would also be remedied. It has 
been a long siege for both the men and the 
company, anda spirit of conciliation yester- 
day pervaded the expressions of Vice-Presi- 
dent Wickes with reference to the ex-ein- 
ployés of the company. He said the 
men would be taken back at the wages 
they were receiving before they struck and 
without prejudice. Since the shops were.shut 
down, May 11, the Pullman strikers. have 
themselves been peaceful, They are now said 
to be suffering for money and provisions, and 
the Pullman officials apparently regret the 
plight of their former workmen. When the 
strike began the company’s pay roll aver- 
aged $7,000 daily. Itis now over two months 


since the walkout. and Mr. Wickes estimates | 


that the men have lost $250,000 in wages. 
When asked yesterday about the reported 
statements of Chairman Heathcote and others 
of the strike leaders that the men would be 
willing to go to work if rents’ were reduced 
one-third Sice- President Wickes said : 

“ We are willing to take back our former 
empioyés, but I do not see that the question of 
rent is a matter for consideration. Not more 
than one-third of those who struck live in 
houses rented from the company. Two-thirds 
of the men live in neighboring towns, and for 
that reason the qug@ton of rents can hardly 
be regarded as pertinent.” . 

‘In viow of the expressed desire of the men 
to get’back to work would you be willing to 
see a commiftee representing them? ” 

Always Ready to Meet the Men. 

“Certainiy I would. I have always told the 
men 1 was ready to talk with them, I have 
the kindest of feelmg toward them. If they 
will send a committee to me saying they 
would like to return to work I will see what 
can be done, In the first place, | would have 
tetanow how many men they could furnish in 
the several departinents, so that it would be 
possible to operate the works satisfactorily. If 
they wish to furnish such a list we .will be 
giad to consider it. Again, I think the men 
have generally understood that they could 
apply to the manager of the company for re- 
employment. The result would be the same. 
He would take the names of those making ap- 
plications, and when he thought he had suf- 
ficient to start up the shops he would report 
the same and the company would take under 
advisement his recommendation.” . 

“Would you make any discrimination 
against certain of the men?” 

* We have no feeling against the men and 
would make no discrimination, except that 
we would select the best workmen. If | we 
should start up again we would not be able to 
reémploy a8 many men as were at work when 
the strike occurred. . As to arbitration the at- 
titude of the company must remain the same. 
There is nothing to arbitrate, but when we 
begin running we will be willmg to consider 
any grievances which the men may present. 
They will then bein our employ and we will 
be in a position to treat with them. We will 
investigate any complaints which they may 
make, and if wages have been cut ‘tog much 
in some departments we will fairly adjust 
them, Thisis what we proposed to do last 
May, before the men eaake 
reasou why we should not do it when they are 


again in the employ of the company.” 


* How long would it take you to complete 
the unfinished work now on hand?’ 

** Between two and three months. That 
would finish our present contracts. At the 
time of the strike. we were looking toward 
securing other contracts. As to starting up, 
however, the company can, without losa, 
keep its shops closed for an indefinite period. 
If the men. though, are willing to go to work 
in sufficient numbers to man the several de- 
partments, accepting the same wages which 
were being paid when they struck, ‘we will 
consider the prupusition to open the shops.” 

Strikers as Fishermen. 


A lot of the Pullman strikers, waiting for 
work to be resumed, have been discovered by 
some of Vol. Turnet’s men living in tents 
along the Calumet River some six or eight 
miles from town.

Yesterday morning Capt. B. F. Pat- 
rick of Company A, who now has command of 
the West Hammond post, and Deputy Sheriff 
Jones, also stationed at that point. made an 
investigation with a view to having these 
cainpers driven away unless they couid give 
a good account of themselves. Upon 
their return to headquarters the ofticers re- 
ported them as beimg peaceable men, livi 
on fish and turtles, with a little bread, an 
butter, and coflec at an expense to each of 75 
cents a week. At the first tent visited two in- 
telligent-looking chaps appeared, and when 
asked what they were doiug there one of them 
replied: “We came out) here to get away 
from being mixed up in the trouble at Pull- 
man and Kensington.”’ There were eight at 
the second tent. They told the same story. 
The Captain and Deputy Sheriff went along 
down the river until they had visited six 
camps and it was said there were still others 
furtherdown, They all denied most vigor- 
ously having had anythmg to do with the 
night assaults made upon the pickets 
or attempts to destroy the ; Michigan 
Central bridge. During the conversation 
they said they belonged to the American Rail- 
way Union, but were not in sympathy with 
the strike and would go back to work just as 
soon as the shops open. One of the spokes. 
men gave Capt. Patrick to understand they 
were all much opposed to Debs and the whole 
outfit and had tried to get out of the union at 
Kensington when the general strike was de. 
clared, but the union would not let them with. 
draw. Then they quietly left their homes and 
sought safety away from the scenes of mob 
violence, riot, and destruction. They told the 
two officers theirtime was spent in fishing 
and that they had plenty of everything to eat, 
except potatoes. 

“Strikers, but Not Thieves,” 
te bs hy don’t you . over Fea the fields of 

e farmers around here and get tatoes?”’ 
asked the Captain. . ee eae 
._ “* We may be strikers,” shouted a big fellow 
in reply, ** but we are not thieves and don’t 
have to steal to make a living.” 

Then the Captain told them they should 
have some potatoes, and on returning to the 
post he serta few bushels to be distributed 
among them. They showed their apprecia- 
tiqn of the compliment by sending to the ( ‘ap- 
tain enough fresh fish to give the entire com. 
pany a mess, 

Several of these men were questioned as to 
their work in the shops, how much they 
earned after the cut in wages, and’ how much 
rent they paid, and how they lived at home. 
The first one said he wasa piece worker. and 
for some time before the strike came on had 
not been able to earn on an average rr.ore 
than 49 centsaday. His companicn was a 
common laborer in the “shops and received 
$1.30 a day, but did not have more than three 
days’ work a week, He has a wife, and they 
lived in two rooms for which they paid $7.50 
a month rent and 71 cents a month water 
rent. The story of these two was the etory of 
nearly all the others, but rather than be out of 
employment they expressed themselves as 
preferring to be at work,

Men Yell at the Speakers. 


At the meeting in his opening address and 
after reciting to them the situation and why 
their town was under military:control, Col. 


Turner said to them: ‘** We want you to au-* 


thorize Dr, Thomas and myself to go to Mr. 
Pullman and ask him to open these shopgto- 
morrow.”’ Instantly about 200 of the men 
howled: “No, never; arbitration; we dida’t 
call the militia out. We will protect fis 
property.” 

The uproar was continued for three or four 
minutes, Then Col, Turner. asked them to 
think the matter over, but they said they 
would not do that. “I came here,” he con- 
tinued, * to give you the best of advice, to ask 
you to get those works opened and started. 
If you don’t feel like saying * y¢e’ tonight, go 
home and think the matter over.” 

Dr. Thomas spoke briefly for conciliation, 
but his suggestions were also cried down, He 
appealed to their consciences by assuring 
them they had grown higher in the estima. 
tion of all. people since their strike began 
by their patience, courage, and fortitude, 
but the time had come for them to 
provide something for their families, and 
he thought they could do that by 
sacrificing a little of their pride, but not their 
principle, and return to work. ‘* When an- 
tagonism becomes hurtful to both parties 
then their difference must be settled in some 
way.’ Before the doctor could finish his 
voice Was drowied in a i mighty 
roar of “<Arbitration!” , “Arbitration!” 
He continued: ‘We dre not dere 
to decide the merits of your 
case, that is too big a task, and 
besides we don’t know enough about it. We 
would have to be Mr. Pullman. and I would 
not like to be in his shoes.”’» This was taken 
by the audience as a hot shot, and it fairly 
screamed with laughter and applause. The 
effort to get an expression favorable to the 
proposition was finally given up and the 
meeting adjourned, 


Strikers Deride the Meeting. 


Immediately thereafter a crowd of strikers 
numbering probably 1,500 assembled at Ken. 
sington and listened to speeches from their 
leaders, who derided the Pullman meeting 
and held it up as an evidence that the Pull- 
man company is weakening. Among the 
speakers wa¥ the Rev. Mr. Carwardine, who 
said the propositiou made at the Pullman 
meeting was an insult to the men. 

Debs was advised of the move started by 
Capt. Bell early in the afternoon. The only 
thing accomplished was the putting forth of 
extra exertions on we part of the committees 
and strike leaders to stiffen up the back bones 
of their wavering forces. 

Ata special meeting of the Pullman Strike 


i committee the interview with Thomas Heath- 


cote published yesterday was discussed, and 
it was~voted to repudiate the statement 
made to ~the i that the Pullman 
employés were~either weakening or mani- 
festing a willingneasio return to work under 
the reduced schedule. ““The committee de. 
sires to say the strikers were~never in better 
condition. We havé faith tn our. cause, faith 
in Engene V. Debs, and faith in our—ultimate 
success in this great struggle for justice and 
liberty. At three separate meetings the vote 
was unanimous to stay out until our con- 
ditions are complied with.

Information Prepared and Will Be Pre- 
sented Before Judge Seaman Today— 
Regulars Will Be, Held for Seme 
Days as Marshal Arnold Thinks It 
Necessary=Mayor Hopkins Denies He 

. Has Asked Gen. Miles to Take Away 
the Federal Forces. 


The first step in the proceedings for con- 


tempt agafnst the men who have violated the 


injunetion of the United States Court com. 
manding that the railroads be not.,molested 
will be taken this morning. An informasion 
will be filed charging Debs and the officers of 


the Américan Railway Union with contempt, 
and they, it is expected, will be cited to come 


in and show caifse why they should, net be 
punished. No Hmit upon the punishment 
which may be inflicted is imposed by the law. 
In the belief of the government officers 
the men convicted of contempt may be sent 


to the penitentiary. The proceedings are en-. 


tirely separate froin the prosecutions under 
the indictments found against the men named 
in the information. 

Yesterday the information!was drawn up 
and made ready for presentation. , There being 
no Federal Judgein tne city this was post- 
poned until today, when Judge Seaman of 
Milwaukee will oceupy the bench. It con- 
tains the dlileged acts on which the charge of 
contempt is based. Copies of telegraphic and 
other orders sent fromthe headquarters of 
the strike directing men to leave their work 
will be filed with it. Debs, Howard, Rogers, 
and Keliher will be nfmed as having violated 
the injunction of the court. 

Judge Seaman will summon the defendants. 
to appear in court at once and a rule will be 
entered commanding them to show catise 
why they should not be punished. District 
Attorney Milchrtist said yesterday afternodn 
that the court will probably make the rule re- 
turnable at some future day, when the matter 
ean be heard by Judges Grosscup and Woods, 
who issued the injunction. In the mean time 
the accused may be admitted to bail. 

Mr. Milehrist suid the court can commit 
the leaders to jail without bail and with no 
hope ot release from habeas corpus proceed- 
ings, so large is the power conferred upon the 
Federal Judges under the law. There is no 
law limiting the duration of the vonfinement. 
‘** Of course,” said he, * no Judge is-likeiy to 
make the punishment oppressive or attempt 
to send men to prison for an unreasonable 
term, but the law pute no limitation upon 
him. It is my belief that the court can send 
the men to the penitentiary on the cHarge of 
contempt, although I do not say that the 
Judges ‘will be asked to do that in this case."’ 

Grand Jury Work to Be Resumed. 

The Federal grand jury will resume its in- 
vestigation this morning: The cases of the 
Blue Island rioters will be examined today. 
A large number of these rioters have béen ar- 
rested. At the District-Attorney’s office the 
force has been busy for two days drawing up 
the indictments which were voted by the jury 
last week, and they may be turned in court 
this morning. ‘There are said to be a consid- 
erable number of these, and nearly’ all the 
men named have been arrested. 

A morning paper yesterday comments on 
the aumber of arrests made after the riots of 
1877 and the failure to prosecute rioters were 
read to Edwin Walker, 

* Those arrests,” said he, “‘were made by 
the State authorities. In the Debs atrike the 
pesseeuiicas are through the Federal Court. 

t is the determination of the government to 
punish the men guilty of violating the law 
ana the injunction of the United States Court, 
and there will be no halt in the prosecution 
until that is done.” 

No arrests of rioters were nade by Marshal 
Arnola’s men yesterday morning, and no new 
warrents issued. Several cases which were set 
for a hearing yesterday before Commissioner 
Hoyne were continued to July 23, and before 
that time they 
the grand jury. 

Will Hold the Federal Troops. 

As a result of a consultation between United 
States Marshal Arnold and Gen. Miles the 
Federal troops wiil be kept on duty here antil 
the middle of the week, Marshal Arnold said 
he was fearful that if the troops were recalled 
at this time troubie would break out afresh. 

Waile neither party will admit the exist- 
ence of such a letter, it is believed that Mayor 
Hopkins has written to Gen. Miles, saying he 
believes the police, with the aid of the militia, 
are now able to maintain order without fur-. 
ther assistance from the Federal troops. 

It was alleged by some that this was in 
teply toa communication from Gen. Miles 
asking the Mayor if he believed he had suffi- 
cient force at his command to enforce the 
mandates of the lederai and civil authorities, 
Mayor Hopkins denied absolutely that he had 
advocated the withdrawal of the Federal 
troops, but would neither affirm nor dehy the 
alleged correspondence between himself and 
Gen. Miles asto the sufficiency of the total 
force now on hand.

Denial of Disturbing Reports Sent Out by 
the Debs Interest. - 

Ingenuity is being taxed to the utmost to 
invent some new scare by which the Webs 
crowd can keep up appearances and induce 
workingmen to believe the strike not only re- 
tains its full strength but that it would be 
suicidal to weaken when ‘the ‘strike is 
stronger than ever,” aceording to the Presi- 
dent of the American Railway Union. All 
schemes except direct approach are being- 
worked to induce men to join the cause, 
Garbled reports of meetings, self-appointed 
committees. unwarranted statements, doc 
tored telegrams, and unfounded rumors are 


scattered broadcast, but beyond the men who , 


are anxious to receive such they have no ef.- 


fect. 

The latest scheme is to set afloat stories that 
tho roads were going to cut wages, and ¢ 
some of them. especially the Northwestern 
and Wabash, had already arranged u new 
schedule materially reducing the earnings ,of 
every employé. The sinking strugglers add 
to this by the announcement that the reduc- 
tion is to take effect at once and will there- 
fore affect all employed now or hereafter. 
The men who are out and show signs of de. 
sertion are thus presented with the argument 
that it is better to stay ont than return at star. 
vation wages. 

According to local advices there is abso- 
lutely no foundation for such reports. As the 
Wabash has no general offices in Chicago the 
local officials and einpioyés of the road en- 
tered u positive denial of the report on “the 
ground that such cvuld not be announced or 
enforced without their knowledge. 

“Such a move has not even been consid. 
ered by this company,” said (ijeneral Manager 
Whitman of the Northwestern, “ and there is 
absolutely no foundation for such a story. 
And, furthermore, the Northwestern did not 
make any cut in summer wages. but 
let them remain at the agreed standard the 
year around.

Letters’ Death. 

Cornelia Lehman committed no murder 
when she shot Herbert Letters. So says the 
grand jury. Yesterday “no bills’’ were re- 
turned: by the juty in the . presentmertits 
made against Mra. Lehman and her husband 
William. 

Letters .was killed the evening of Fuly 7; 
he was @ switchman, a dupe of Debs, and he 
hud attacked Lehman because the man in- 
sisted on going to his work at the Burlmgton 
roundhouse, Letters had attacked Lehman, 
the two. wete clinched and rolling on the 
ground, when Mrs. Lehman, holding her baby 
to her breast, drew a revoiver and ‘red, kill- 
ing Letters and woundmg her husband. 

It all happened at- Eighteenth street and 
Oakley avenues Lehman. a sober and indus- 
trious young feliow, lives in a peat flat at No. 
1020 West. Kighteenth street. For three 
years he has been fireman ona Burlington 
switch engine, and out of his pay he supported 
his mother and his two brothers. A year ago he 
married Cornelia Zander, and the couple by 
frugality soon hada comfortable home. 

en the. strike came°on. The agitators 
wanted Lehman to guit work, Jehman said 
he had his-wife and®baby to look after and his 
home to maintain and he had no grievance 
against the toad, anyhow. So he kept 
at works: The agitators called ‘him 
a seab- and hooted at him in 
the street, Lehman had a pistol that he had 
been acctistomed to carry when he went to 
draw his pay and he took to earrying it all the 
while. Then-he got another one poo left it at 
home so his wife 'would-not feel lonely while 


The Debsites kept following him along the 
street and. calling him foul names. Lehman 
grew mete. and more uneasy. The evening 
vf- July; 7 when he started to his 
work he was more nervous thaga ever, He 
knew the streets were full of strikers, and 
some of them were. looking for him. So 
when he started Mrs. Lehman said she would 
walk with.him, Shetook the baby and her 

tol and they started for the round-house on 
Vestern avenue. At Oakley avenue Lehman 
saw a gang of strikers, 
across lots to avoid them. One of them, whom 
Herbert Letters, a switch- 
man and a fighting fellow, came after him. 
Lehman called to himto keep away, but he 
caine right on. Then Lehman. drew his re- 
volyer and fired a shot to frighten the man. 
Letters would not scare. Lehman sturted to 
run. Letters went after him. The switch- 
man rap him down, caught him by the neck, 


“and threwhim to the ground. Lehiman’s pis- 


tol was discharged again in the fight. The 
men rolled over and over and the little fire- 
man was getting the worst of it. 

All thistime Mrs. Lehman was dodging 
about wild with fear lest the switchman 
should kili her husband. Finally she drew 
her revolver, and, holding her baby on one 
arm, tired two shots at the § strug. 
giing men. Letters got one of the bullets 
in the heart; he died without a groan. Leh- 
man was shot too; a bullet struck the side of 
his head, Zianced off his skull, and passed 
out. He knew nothing more about the fight 
after he heard the two shots fired. | 

The police.cume and took the Lehmans, 
William Was sent to the hospital, where his 
wound was tied up. His wife and baby weut 
to jail. The Coroner's jury held both of them 
for murder. Friends came to Mrs. Lehman’s 
rescue and furnished bail for her. She went 
to her father’s house at Thornton. As for 
Lehman he lay in jail until yesterday: when 
the grand jury refused to return indictmentg.

Prof. Talbot's Investigation. 


Prof. Talbot declares: *‘ I spent July 5 and 
6 at Terre Haute makimg an investigation 
with respect to the amount of waste matter 
deleterious to fishes which flows into the Wa- 
bash River from the oil wells and gas works 
at that place. The discharge from the oil 
wells and the fuel gas works is into the city 
sewer at the foot of Eagle street. Samples 
taken from the sewer at three different. points 
show a strong indication of oil, which quickly 
comes to the tep and floats along down the 
bank, Refusal of the oil to diffuse with the 
water makes its presence ever when inter- 
mittent very perceptible, and the results are 
far different than would be the case with dif- 
fusing liquids, This very principle of non- 
diffusion makes the separation of this refuse 
from: the ordinary wastings very. easy 
and hence the method of avoiding its dis- 
charge into the river is simple and inexpen- 
sive. Separation by subsidence is 
the only. process needed for earrying 
out more thoroughly’ and compilete- 
ly the method now used at both 
the oil wells and fuel gas works. No pump- 
ing or extra labor is necessary beyond watzh- 
ing the proper drawing off of oil and waste, 
and the occasional cleaning of the tanks. 
Contrary to what might be expected there 
will be no necessity for expensive processes 
such as are used in sewage purification. I 
would recommend that the oil and the tar 
waste be ‘not allowed to reach the sewer 
or the river, and that this waste be s@parated 
from the unobjectionabié waste water’ by the 
process of subsidence in tanks, Woodén tanks, 
partitions, and drains suitable for the purpose

Scene Attracts a Crowd. 

Thousands of people soon came running 
from all directions, drawn by the report of 
theerplosion, which was heard for miles. 
Men, women, and children scrambled through 
the lines of guards in their half insane curi- 
‘osity, and were only driven back by the clubs 

_f the policemen and sabers of the cavalry. 
In the vacant lots to the east and west of the 
Br, \ . where two of the bodies were found, 
* acrowd of women collected within a minute. 
~ Unable to bear thé horror of the sight of the’ 
- bodies three or four women fainted and were 
\ tarried away. Where poor Doyle lay on a 
fand mound west of the street not iess than 
athousand women stood gazing at the tar- 
paulin which covered the mangled form. A 
hundred yards farther west, under the trestle- 
work of the elevated road, another 
cufious' crowd collected. .A policeman 
force his way through the throng and found 
the center of attraction was a man’s leg, on 
Which clung a piece of an artilleryman’s boot. 
The curidsity’of the people was sickening. 
When the soldiers found where their com- 
tades’ bodies lay, a detail of cavalry went to 
the spot and drove the sensation-hungry crowd 
back a dozen rods inall directions. A squad’ 
of soldiers rode with drawn sabers round and 
found the still form im the center of the 
guarded ground. 

Across the boulevard in the vacanf lot, 
where the body of Donavan lay, another 
crowd had gathered. A few minutes later the 
ambulances and patrol wagons arrived and 
carried the dead to Rolston’s morgueat Fifty- 
third street and Lake avenue.

Martin O’Donnell of Battery FPF, Second 
Artillery, is the worst case at the Mercy Hos- 
pital. It is not expected he can recover, as 
his injuries are severe and cover nearly all the 
upper part of his body. Both his eyes, his 
face, head, neck, chest, shoulders, arms, 
hands, and his right leg are badly hurt by 
burns and fragments of shells and wreckage. 
He. tay in intense pain and though conscious 
was unable to speak because of his injuries. 
His head and body present the appearance of 


‘a mass of bandages. 


Serg. Lyner of Battery F. Second Artil- 
lery, lies at the Mercy Hospital, and is, with 
the exception of O’Donnell, the worst injured 
man there. He is badly hurt in the chest and 
abdomen and has wounds on his head and 
face, on both arms, on both hands, and on‘his 
right thigh. Hi® hurts were caused partly 
by burns by gunpowder and partly by frag- 
ments of shells. He may not recover. 

less dangerously but still seriously injured 
is H. J. Anglis, Trumpeter of Troop B, Sev- 
enth Cavalry,)who was riding at the head of 
the éscort when thé explosion occurred. He 
is injured in the right shoulder, the bone of 
which is denuded and pattly = splin- 
tered, though not fractured, . by frag- 
ments of shells and the wreck- 
age of the caisson. The surgeons have re- 
moved several pieces of the bone. He has also 
a lacerated wound on his left arm. Antis 
suffered much from violence of the shock 
he underwent as he Was hurled several feet 
from where he rodeat the moment of the ex- 
plosion. 

J. W. Allen, aged 22 years, Canadian by 
birth, the other. driver of the caisson, who 
rode the leading horse, is less injured than 
the others, but his case is a hard one never- 
theless. His back is covered with wounds 
caused by fragments of shells and wreckage. 
and his face, ears, and both hands are burned 
by gunpowder. The house surgeon at the 
Mercy Hospital considers he and Antis will 
recover, but have fears for both O’ Donnell 
and Lynar. 

Another injured man, whose name is un- 

known, was brought to the Mercy Hospital 
for treatment. is injuries were confined to 
one of his feet, and were not so severe as 
those of the other men. Consequently the 
military authorities considered it safe to re- 
move him to the infirmary at Fort Sheridan, 
which was done. Itis not known whether he 
belongs to the artillery or the Seventh Cav- 
alry. 
ONo arrangements had been made last night 
for the funeral of the victims of the explosion. 
Capt. Huggins said if the bodies were not 
claimed by the relatives the funerais wouid 
be subject to the desires of the commands to 
which they belonged. 


HOUSES WRECKED BY THE EXPLOSION 


Furniture and Trimmings Torn to Frag- 
ments in Many Residences. 

The discharge of the shells was attended 
with remarkable results in the neighboring 
residences. Fifteen houses looked as if they 
had been slapped in front with a big hand 
and plate glass windows three-eighths of an 
inch thick were shattered into countless 
fragments. Bullets rained upon the stone 
and brick fronts, débris and missiles of all 
kinds went hurtling through screen, giass, and 
shade. Pieces of iron and shell were 
found as far back as the kitchen in some of 
the residences. Concussion caused most of 
the damage, and the freaks played were more 
strange than those of cmpee § In one in- 
stance the dynamic force of the air passed 
through a screen door without injuring it, and 
totally wrecked the wood and glass door be- 
hind it. Sections of ‘splinter and jagged 
ouk wagon rims, some two feet long, were 
found in the parlors, after having littered the 
floor‘with costly bric-a-brac and fractured 
plate glass. Plaster was torn off the walls in 
great patches and sections of giass thrown in, 
which, being only ha!f cracked, looked as 
though a plate giess cutter had drawn paral. 
lei limes on them with a diamond. Locks, 
bolts, and bells were wrenched from their 
moorings and cast far into the house. 

In some marvelous manner the explosion 
caused no joss of life in the residences. 
escapes were narrow in many cases, but the 
only person who received positive injury was 
Mrs. Louise ‘B. Griggs, No. Grand 
boulevard, Mrs. Griggs is aged 81 and is 
the mother of the wife of E. C. Huling. She 
was seated in front of the third story window 
when the concussion sent a shower of glass 
over her. Her head, hands, avd face were 
cut, but not badly. The attending pAysician 
said she would suffer no permanent effects if 
she could stand the nervous shock. Many of 
the women of the neighborhood were stend- 
ing at the front windows viewing the parade 
and they themselves are unable to tell. how 


escaped. 
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The residence of F. A. Howe; General 
Agent of the Grand Trunk road, No. 3931 
Grand boulevard, which was almost directly 
opposite the scene of explosion, was among 
the worst sufferers. Mrs. Howe and the Serv- 
ants were in the house. Mrs. Howe gave a 
vivid description of her experience. : 

** I had just finished a luncheon,” she said, 
“and had retired to the front room on the sec- 
ond floor. I had thrown myself ona lounge 
in front of the window, when that 
horrible noise began: A shower of small 
particles of glass swept over my ‘face 
and hands andIsprang up interror. The 
whole house seemed to be rocking and a 
mediey of fearful noises rang through the 
dwelling. Windows fell crashing, plasterin 
cracked from the walls, pictures were twis 
from their hooks, and bric-A-brac crashéd 
about in all directions. When the noise par- 
tially ceased Iran down-stairs and found the 
house 1n unutterable confusion, glass strewn 
ever the floor in some places several 
inches deep, All the windows had been 
broken and the front door was shattered 
and caved in. A lamp and shade standing in 
the hallway were forced through a Japanese 

rti¢re and left in a horizorital position, 

very clock in the house had been wrenched 
from the walls and lay on the floor, surround- 
ed by wheels, cogs, and other ra of the ma- 
chinery. The frames of the windows on the 
third floor were taken out bodily. Curtains 
were torn into shreds, and shades were riddled 
as if they had been attacked with small shot. 
I found a number of bullets on the floor and 
peeces of iron and sections of wagon wheels 
ying about.”’ 

The residence of S. B. Foster, No. 3923 
Grand boulevard, was also badly damaged. 
Mr. Foster is the attorney for the Chicago 
and Grand Trunk road. Mr. Foster’s family 
is in Canada and there was no one at home 
except a servant, who was ironing in the 
kitchen. She was thrown to the floor by the 
concussion. Every window in Mr. Foster’s 
house was broken. 

Parlor Is Wrecked. 


The residence of Morris E. Dodge, No. 3925 
Grand. boulevard, was among the chief suf- 
ferers. Mrs. Dodge was taking a nap, and 
was awakened by the explosion. After she 
had recovered from her fright and in- 
vestigated the damages she found the 
parlor on the first floor had been absolutely 
wrecked. Marble statuary, pictures, lamps, 
curtains, fancy: jars, and bric-A-beac of all 
kinds were littered.on the floor. Pieces of 
iron supporting the curtains were twisted in 
peculiar shapes. At Mr. Dodge's house the 
force of the concussion passed through the 
screen door without injuring it, but made a 
complete wreck of the heavy woodwork and 
beveled glass behind it. Scantlings were 
wrenched loose and locks torn from the doors. 

At the residence of James Wright, No. 3921 
Grand boulevard, every window in the house 
was smashed. Two birds hung in their cages 
in the front window, and while their cages 
were littered with glass particles, strangely 
enough the birds escaped injury. The two 
daughters of Mr. Wright were standing at the 
front window viewing'the procession. Pieces 
of iron and bullets whizzed by their heads and 
struck the wail in the room behind. A burn- 
ing shell was thrown on the front steps and 
lay there until extimguished by firemen. The 

anterior of Mr. Wright’s residence was badly 
damaged. 

Mrs. Grossman, wife of Herman Gross- 
man, No. 3924 Grand boulevard, was stand- 
ing in the front window of the second floor 
when the explosion took place. Mrs. Gross- 
man fainted from the shock. | 

At the residence of Mrs. Herman Dehman, 
No. 3926 Grand boulevard, a piece of iron 
shell flew by the head of Miss Carrie Lehman, 
who was standing at the front window. A 
piece of the iron wagon tire struck the brown 
stone front and buried itseif there. The eon- 
cussion burst open the down-stairs doors, 
wrenching them from their hinges. A shot 
tore through the window of P. J. Ryan, No. 
3938 Grand boulevard, and smashed a glass 
above the mantel in a rear room, 


Narrow Escape for Her. 


The little daughter of Charles R. Cave, No. 
3932 Grand boulevard, was ina rear room 
when a section of a wagon wheel struck the 
wall above her head. 

Mrs. J. E. Allen, No. 3911 Grand boule. 
vard, had just arrived from Europe. She had 
not been in the house five minutes when the 
explosion occurred, She had been sojourning 
in Paris when the railroad troubies broke out 
in Chicago, and the exaggerated statements 
of the condition here prevalent on the con- 
tinént had caused her to hasten home. Mrs. 
Allen thought her house was blown up. as she 
had just told the butler to turn on the gas and 
he had gone to the cellartodoso. All the 
front windows in Mrs. Allen’s house were 
broken, and in her parlor she found the gilded 
spike of an officer’s helmet. 

At the residence of E. C. Huling, No. 39380 
Grand boulevard, a piece of a stone step, 
weighing fully ten pounds, was broken off, 
blown through the front window, and whizz 
ing by two fancy lamps, crashed into the wali 
of a rear room. 

J. R. Custer’s residence, No, 3928-.Grand 
boulevard, was badly wrecked. The gaspipes 
were broken in numerous places ahd the gas 
had to be turned off. A heavy piece of wagon 
rim a foot long went flying through the 
third story window and knocked out a piece 
of plastering in the wall. 
dweiling was hopelessly wrecked. 

The house of A. Deviin, department .man- 
ager for Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co. ,at No.8933 
Grand boulevard, was badiy damuged. One 
of the iron shells struck the baicony rail and 
lodged there. Allthe windows were blown 
out and the giass scattered around the rooms, 
together with pieces of the gun carriage and 
surrounding trees. Window curtains were 
torn into shreds and a vase, which had stood 
on a bookcase close to the window, was de- 
molished. Many of the books were strawn 
around the floor. 


OFFICERS TALK ABUUT THE ACCIDENT 


Theories Are Searce, but a Searching In- 
quiry Will Be Made. 

Army headquarters were thrown into a state 
of excitement by the news of the accident. 
The first report placed the number killed at 
five and those wounded atseven. A woman 
and a child were said to be among the killed. 
While the telephone bells weré ringing and 
rumors which alternately syelied and de- 
creased the casualty list came im, Gen. Miles 
hurried all the availabie army surgeons to the 
sceneand sent Col. Williston and Capt. Michler 
with them to make an investigation. An 
orderly was dispatched to the camp on the 
Lake-Front to learn just what condition the 
battery was in when it left on the march of 
observation, which had been arranged Sun- 
day. He returned with the information that 
the battery had been thoroughly inspected 
before leaving and was in perfect order. 
None of the officers attempted to make any 
expianation of the accident. Col. Williston

‘* Yes, several places. But I think it impos- 
sible it could have been used; man who 
tried to tamper with the caisson would have 
been shot by the guard.” 

An immediate and searching inquiry into 
the explosion will be made by Gen. Miles. 
The testimony of the officers and soidiers 
connected with Battery F will be carefully 
collected and every effort will be made to 
learn the cause. : 

#*I don’t think we ever will, though,” said 
Col. Martin, Adjutant-General. 

Col. Wiiliston, while he could discover ab- 
solutely no facts concerning the cause of the 
explosion, has a theory which may explain it, 
He said: 

‘*My theory of the accident is that the 
screw plug at the base of one of the shrapnels 
became loosened, some of the powder leaked 
out, and being ground and pounded by the 
jolting of the limber, seein the powder in 
the cartridges exploded, and the ignition of 
the cartri the other 
followed,”’

es in two chests 


How the Shrapnel Is Expioded—Is a Mur- 
derous {nvention. 

The caisson which did all the mischief was 
of the new model adapted to the three-inch 
breech-loading rifle recently adopted. It had 
three chests, one-on the limber piece and two 
on the carriage. Each chest had space for 
forty-two cartridges and forty-two projectiles, 
being cut up into compartments by thin iron 
partitions—something on the style of an egg 
box. These partitions were scattered all 
about the neighborhood by the explosion; 
some of them were driven into the houses, 

The shrapnel is probably the most dead! 
projectile thrown by modern guns. The 3- 
inch shells are.of steel and carry at their tips 
a brass combination fuse screwed on;- this 
fuse has both a fulrinate cap and a time 
fuse, so that the shell will explode either. on 
contact or at any desired range. In the 
head of the shell is about half a pound 
of powder. Back of these are the missiles 
that kill. The bullets are arranged in 
layers, each layer resting in a brittle cast- 
iron ring. The rings are perforated. so that 
the bullets lie deeply in them. When the 
explosion comes each of these rings is burst 
into a number of jagged fragments that make 
awful wounds, Each shell hoids 150 bullets, 
and it is expected the rings will burst into 
150 bits—300 missiles in all, leaving out the 
scraps of the shell itself.

GEORGE DENOUNCES CLEVELAND, OP- 
POSES STRIKES AND ARBITRATION, 


AND OFFERS HIS PILLS. 
Last week Henry George, the single-taxer— 
i.e.: real-estate confiscator—made a speech 
at a mass-meeting of New York sympathizers 
with the late Debs~ strike. It was summar- 
ized briefly in the press dispatches, but a 
full report of it was given in the New York 
World—probably for the unfriendly purpose 
of showing how big a fool the pretentious re- 
former could make of himself when he had a 
good opportunity. 
George led off by saying that the action of 
President Cleveland in sending troops into 
Iliinois was “* in violation of the fundamental 
principles of our government, and was 
therefore dangerous to the existence of the 
republic.”” Then he confessed that “ he was 
“* not a lawyer, and had not had time to study 
the question from a legal standpoint.”” ‘I 
“* cannot say how far, if at all, 
** has violated the written law of the land, but 
“this I do say positively: He has violated 
“ that law which is greater than the written 
‘“law—the fundamental principle of our 
* government.” 
If Mr. George were a lawyer or if he would 
read the laws bearing on this subject which 
have been printed in Tue Trisune and 
other papers he would 
the legal duty of the President to 
send military police of the United States 
to Chicago. Had he not done so he would 
have violated his oath of office. If those laws 
under which he acted are in violation of any 
fundamental principle of our government 
the courte, whose duty it is to deciare void 
any law which is in contravention of the Con- 
stitution, will set them aside. The President 
cannot do that, as Mr. George ought to know. 
If he will read the Constitution, which con- 
tains the “‘fundamental principles’’ of the 
government, he will learn that Presidents 
must execute laws and cannot pass on their 
validity. 

Then George went on to state the 
“* fundamental principle,’’ which was, he said, 
**the foundation stone’ of the republic, ‘It

| is that ** the Federal Goverament should be 


“slow to interfere in thatin which it is not 
‘directly concerned,”’ But what has this to 
do with the ordermg of troops to Chicago? 
‘hey were sent here to seé that the national 
mails were not delayed and that national 
inter-State commerce was not paralyzed at 
this great center of business activity. The 
government has a constitutional monopoly 
of the carrying and distribution of the mails, 
and it has the exclusive control of inter-State 
commerce. The goveriument was directly in- 
terested in stopping the disturbances at Chi- 
cago. Thus George’s “‘fandamental prin- 
ciple”’ was, therefore, not violated at all, and 
his talk on that point was rot. 

. Then he switched off from his great * prin- 
ciple’’ and said what he feared inost was *‘ the 
use ofa standing army.’ Anything rather 
than that Federal peace should be preserved 
by armed Federal policemen, Said he: 

I yield to nobody in my respect for the rights of 

property, yet I would rather see every locomo- 
tive in this land ditched, every car and every de- 
pot burned, and every rail torn up than to have 
them preserved by the government through the 
means of a standing army. That is the order that 
reigned in Warsaw. 
- This is midsummer madness. Simply frothy 
lunacy. What has tais country to fear from a 
* standing army ”’ of 25,000 men? No more 
than a State like New York has to fear from 
its National Guard, or Hiinois from its Na- 
tional Guard. 

This country has always had a “ standing 
army ” and always wili have because it needs 
one. No one fears it, because it is a standing 
army of American citizens, not of mercena- 
ries. Itis paid by the American people and 
is under their civil officers. Cougress, elected 
by the people, fixes its numbers, pay, and du- 
ties. There was an army of a million men 
thirty years ago; but the enemies of national 
unity were the only people who wpre menaced 
by it. The people are no more afraid of a 
standing army than they are of a President 
changing his title suddenly and becoming a 
King or dictator like Debs. 

Mr. George almost wept as he said if a 
standing army were to be ordered from State 
to State then *the republic dies.”’ How 
shocking! . Did the liberties of Christian 
County die when Gov. Altgeld sent Cook 
County militia to Pana? Those servants of 
the United States who compose the regular 
army have a right to go anywhere the Presi- 
dent orders them to enforce the laws of the 
United States, That fact is as plain-and ob- 
vious as the nose on George's face. 

Takmg another tack George said “the pre- 
tense which had been made d justification for 
the action of the Federal Government was 
that the running of the mail trains had been 
interfered with.”’ This is only a very small 
part of the truth. George mentioned only 
mail trains, He hid the fact that troops were 
sent here mainly because an attempt was 
pen ars. ‘*tie up’ twenty-three railroad

that the value of undelivered property on the 
trains etery day—the value of property being 
put on trains at one end of the routes and

Therefore a 
tie-up of inter-State commerce of this coun- 
try for a week means a tie-up of 200 million 
doilars’ worth of property and money. 


It is hard to form a conception of the vast¢ 


magnitude of this inter-State commerce which 
the firebrand Debs sought to stifle or destroy, 
and which George did not deign to mention in 
his speech. To interfére with it is to inter- 
fere with the comfort and interests of sixty- 
eight million Americans. The Constitution 
was framed “to promote their general wel- 
fare and insure their domestic tranquillity.” 
That is its “ fundamental principle,” and on 
that principle are based the laws which Cleve- 
land has enforced. Why. did the dishonest 
George fail to say that the General Govern- 
ment had been attacked directly by Debs and 
his co-conspirators because he had attacked 
the inter-State commerce of the American 
people? 

After having thus exposed his deceitfulness 
and his, ignorance George got down to the 
question of remedies. Betraying unwonted 
good sense for a moment, he counseled 
aguinst a strike. Said he: “By that we 
‘shall accomplish nothing. A general strike 
‘is simply a matter of endurance. Who will 
‘live longest in such a struggle, the rich man 
‘“‘or the poor man? The rich man every 
‘*time,”’ 

Then he waved the great remedy of aybites. 
tion on one side, alleging that “in the long 
run the rich men would get the arbitrators 
every time.”’ Having thus cleared the decks of 
strike and arbitration remedies he offered his 
own patent medicine thus: 

“The key to the labor question is the land 
question. The giant monopoly is the monopoly 
of the land. That which no man made, that 
which the Almighty Father gave us, that which 
must be used in all production, and is, therefore, 
of common interest to us all, must be made free 
to all. In the single-tax alone you will find the 
greatest relief.”’ 

And this was the lame and impotent conclu- 
sion of a speech full of bumptious ignorance 
and impudent misstatements. There will be 
peace it seerns by him if the five million own- 
ers of farms and the five million lot-owners 
of the cities and villages will give up their 
fee simple titles withowt compensation to the 
government and hold as tenants of the gov- 
erfiiment to be rackrented at the land's com- 
mercial renting value. The system of Ire- 
land, India, China, and Egypt must be ad opt- 
ed by the United States before ‘“ industrial 
strife’’ can end. According to George, as 
yet not one farmer has declared his willing- 
ness to surrender the capital value of his 


land and the jot-owners are uot tumbling over . 


one another to give up their holdings and be- 
come renters of their own property. Evi- 
dently his remedy is no more practical than 
if he were to tell the strikers they should work 
for nothing and board themselves, And yet 
fhe strikers’ organ edited by’ the sons of the 
late Mayor Harrison, who had as much sym- 
pathy for a singie-taxer as for any other land 
pirate, calls this mess of fustian and mis- 
statement ‘‘a noble bs 7 


PULLMAN SHOULD HAVE ARBITRATED 
OR KEPT SILENT; TALKED TOO MUCH. 
Tue Trrvye of June 29 published a long 


article from Mr. Pullmah claiming that his 
company could not afford to pay the wages 
for which its employés had struck and there- 
fore had nothing to arbitrate. He stated the 


great efforts he had made to obtain contracts 


for building cars, and how he had lost money 
on them atthe reduced wages paid to his 
hands, and therefore he had nothing to arbi- 
trate and declined for that reason to submit 
the points in dispute to arbitration. 

A day or two later Tue Trisune remarked 
that he should have submitted the matter to 
arbitration, as, if his statement of the case 
were correct, he could very easily prove that 
he could not afford to increase wages as de- 
manded by the strikers. and that he had every- 
thing to gain and nothing: to lose by such ar- 
bitration. 

The article was found fault with by a few 
readers, principally because they claimed to 
think it was a concession to the -lawless ele- 
ment and made at the wrong time, Whatever 
may have been the value of that objection it 
is of no force now that the railroad strike is 
over and the railroad men reported to be back 
at work or willing tu return to their jobs; and 
it is also reported that the Pullman company is 
considering the adyisability of openmg up its 
shops at the old rate and that most of the 
men are willing to return to their jobs, with 
perhaps some concession in the matter of 
rents to employés. 

Last Saturday Mr. Pullman favored the 
press and public with another long statement 
of his side of the question—the most impor- 
tant paragraph of which reads as follows: 

Arbitration always implies acquiescence in the 
decision of the arbitretor, whether favorable or 
adverse. How could I, as President of the Pall- 
man company, consent to agree that if any body 
of nen not concerned with the interests of the 
company's shareholders should, as arbitrators, 
for any reason seeming good to them so decree, 
I would open the shops, employ workmen at 
wages greater than their work could be 
sold for, and continue this ruinous policy 
indefinitely or be accused of a. breach 
of faith? Who will deny that such a question is 
plainly not a subject of arbitration? I[s it not. 
then, unreasonable that the company should be 
asked to arbitrate wliether or not it should sub- 
mit such a question toarbitration? Removing the 
original and fundamental question one stage does 
not help the matter; the question would stil] re- 
main: Can I as a business-man, kuowing the truth 
of the facts which I have stated, bind myseif 
that I will in any contingency open and operate 
the Puliman car shops at whatever loss if it 
should happen to be the opinion of some third 
party that 1 should do so? The answer seems to 
be plain. 

This isan argument against the policy or 
advisability of all arbitration by any. em- 
ployer and especially in his case. He might 
have stood by that position as within his legal 
rights; but in his published reasons of nearly 
three weeks ago for not arbitrating he relied 
upon the alleged price currents ; protit and loss; 
earnings of labor; sheapness of contracts 
taken, He submitted his side of the case to 
the great jury of the people and then refused 
to let the men submit their reply to his asser- 
tions, and that is why nearly every one blamed 
him and why he has euffered so much cen- 
sure. He might have occupied the position 
above quoted from his Saturday’s statement 
as a matter of legal right and given no reasons 
for not arbitrating. He was not bound to 


hire men ata loss, nor even at a profit to 


himself if he preferred that his establishment 
should be closed. He had the same right as 
an employer to refuse to hire men on the 
terms named by them as the inen had to re. 
fuse to work on terms named by him 
or other officers of the Pullman com- 
pany. But the moment he came out 
“into the open,” giving certain figures to 
support his claim that “‘ he could not afford ”’ 
to pay the wages asked for, he laid himself 
and his statements open to challenge by any 
one a party to the controversy who might 
claim to be able to disprove them, or even to 
produce a reasonable doubt of their accuracy. 

Se long as Mr. Pullman stood silent in regard 
to the possibilities @f the case he was clad in 
mail armor which no weapon of law or logic, 
could pierce. Like the traveler assailed by 
the fierce north wind he could have wrapped’ 
around himself more closely his mantle at 
each increase in the strength of the blast, but 
was not proof against the genial rays of the 
sun. In the present case these may be sup- 
posed to find a parallel in warmth of respect 
fot acommon humanity, though it must be 
‘confessed that thus far Mr. Pullman bas not 
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influence. 

The public to whom i Bee boos 
than the men who struck against him ig en- 
titled to know if the ipse dixit of Mr. Pull- 
man, published June 29, is a true statement. 
That only can be settled by an appeal to an im, 
partial tribunal called a board of arbitration. 
If Mr. Pullman could make good theassertions 
and figures he submitted to Tue Trisune 


‘readers June 29 any commission of arbitra- 


tion would render the award for Lim, and de- 
cide that the strikers had ho ease. He would 
come out ahead triumphantly. But he had 
no moral right to submit his side of the dis- 
pute to the public and then refuse to let the 
other side of the question be heard by impar- 
tial arbitrators and go on asseverating that 
** he had nothing to arbitrate,”’ and expect that 
the public would believe him. He should 
either have given no reasons for refusal to 
arbitrate and “ stood pat’’ on his legal rights 
to offer what wages he pleased, or having sub- 
mitted his side of the contention to the public 
he should have also allowed his hands to sub- 
mit theirs to arbitrators. 


SPRINGER’S IMPRACTICABLE ARBITRA- 
TION BILL. 

Congressman Springer has introduced a 
bill for ‘compulsory arbitration”? which is 
one-sided, tyrannical, and absurd, and which 
probably has no other motive behind it than 
the catching of unrefigcting votes for his re- 
election. 

If such a biil could tie carried out, with 
Springer’s Arbitration Board vf politicians and 
Populists to enforce it, the end would be con- 
fiscdtion of capita) and disruption of the busi- 
ness of the country and tlosing of employing 
establishments. 

The bill provides that shannves either party 
to a controversy desires to submit its disputes 
about wages, ete,, to arbitration said party 
shall présent a petition to the board and the 
board shali furnish to the other party a copy 
of it with notice to appear at a stated time 
and make answer thereto. When such answer 
is submitted a time and place shall be fixed for 
the investigation. But—and this is the vital 
provision of the bill— 

Should such party decline to file-an answer or 
refuse to make any appearance in the case the 
said National Board of Arbitration shall proceed 
to make the investization and render a decision 
thereon, the same as if an answer had been filed, 
provided that when an answer is filed and ques- 
tigns for determination mdtually submitted the 
award or decision shall cover all questions so 
submitted; but when no answer is filed or no 
questions mutually submitted the award or de- 
cision shall go only to the extent of enforcing 
the rights which the petitioning party may. have 
in law or equity. 

The best way to show the absurd and impo- 
tent character of this provision is to suppose 
acase. Suppcse that Springer’s Arbitration 
Board of politicians had been in existence 
May 6, when the Pullman men struck. And 
suppose.they had demanded an arbitration 
under Springer’s bili. _Sippose that the Pull- 
man company had refused to make answer to 
their-complaints, what could the strikers have 
shown to the court? They could have shown 
that th¢y had been receiving high tariff Re- 
publican wages previous to the Democratic 
panic, but that as they wanted a changein the 
tariff they voted fora low tariff. The fore- 
caat-ef.the Wiison tariff bill paralyzed busi- 
ness prospects, knocked down prices of prop- 
erty, and precipitated a panic. As work ip 
consequence feil off and manufacturing would 
mot pay a profiton the old Republican wage 
schedule Pullman undertook to cut wages. 
The men “kicked” against it and insisted 
upon the old high tariff wages. He refused 
and they quit work. Therefore, they prayed 
the court to order him to furnish employment 
at the old Republican high wages, because the 
company was rich and could afford to pay 
high wages whether it thereby lost money or 
not. 

This would have been the case of the strik- 
ers if truthfully stated. 

But Pullman would have stood upon his 
legal rights and said nothing. If he had said 


anything he would have claimed that neither 


by law nor equity nor by any known process 
of law in a free country was he obliged to 
keep men at work at a loss to the company, 
or to find employment for them. If he of.- 
fered them work at certain wages they had a 
right to refuse it. If they claimed certain 
other wages he had the right to refuse to give 
it. And that he claimed the right to close 
his shops; that he could not force the men to 
work on terms that did not suit them; nor 
could they compel him to furnish work and 
wages ori terms that did not suit his company. 

Under these circumstances what could 
Springer’s court decree? The bill says it 
could go to the extent of enforcing the rights 
which the petitioning party may have in law 
or equity. But under what law or principle 
of equity could this Springer court decree 
that Mr. Pullman should pay more wages 
than he wanted to or keep his shops open and 
find employment for men working on a sched- 
ule of wages that would in his opinion in- 
voive loss to the company? How could he 
be compelled to find work for the men even 
if the Springer eourt should decree that he 
must pay increased wages? 

A decree ordering a man to pay more 
wages than he thinks he can afford and at 
the same time procure jobs of work for men 
under such circumstances would be such an 
absurdity that the courts of the land would 
set the Springer court decrees aside at once 
as unconstitutional and being a clear invasion 
of personal rights. Springer’s bill may catch 
him a few votes, which is his evident inten- 
tion, but it is good for nothing else. To ap- 
prehend that it will ever pass the House 
would be to impugn the ordinary sense and 
intelligence of its mem bers. 
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DEMANDS OF THE LABOR : DEMAGOGUES 
—~SENATOR GEORGE’S BILL. 

Some of the labor demagogues are now at 
Washington cracking the whip over the po- 
litical demagogues there. The demagogues 
of the first:part want those of the second part 
to pass a bill introduced by Senator George 
of Mississippi—it is to be boped ‘by re- 
quest’ and not of his own motion. This bill 
provides that when a raiiroad conipany fails 
to demand an arbitration of differences with 
its employés under theact of 1888 no Fed- 
eral Judge can grant an injunction against 
the strikers. The tast section, which is the 
one the “organized Amarchists”’ are inter- 
ested in, is a» follows: 

That an obstruction to the runsing of a rail- 
road train growing out of any strike by the em- 
ployés thereof shali be held and considered as an 
obstruction to carrying the United States mails, 
within the meaning of the laws prohibiting such 
obstruction, only when said train shall have at- 


tached thereto no car on which passenger or 
other freight are carried or intended to be car- 


ried. 
The object of this is plain. It is to make 
the laws against obstructing the mails inap- 
plicable except in those cases where the train 
is made up merely of engine, tender, and 
mail car. As only an insignificant fraction of 
the mail is carried thus, the passage of this 
bili would be equivalent to the government 
withdrawing its protection from the mails. 
To obstruct them would be an offense no 
longer. The powers of the government 
would be diminished and those of Debs in- 

This bill should be brought up at once and 
then voted down so emphatically as to make 
the heads of its supportersswim. Debs says 
tp Congress, “The President and Gen- 
eral Government have too much power 
to regulate the roads, and I and 
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my henchman, ac have too little. “Take 8 
‘away some of their powers and give them to 


me. Pass George’s bill, and then pass an- 
other providing that the power of the General 
Government as regards inter-State commerce 
shall be shared with me, and that only those 


roads shall carry on such commerce that com- 


ply with the regulations laid down by me 
and Howard.” 

The labor demagogue has had a great deal 
of influence over the political demagogue in 
the past. Let it be seen how much influence 
he has now and how many Congressmen 


‘there are who are ready to truckle to “‘ organ- 


ized Anarchists”’ and submit to the insolent 
effrontery of their demand that the govern- 
ment shall emasculate itself for the benefit of 
lawlees organizations which are trying to 
usurp governmental functions. Bring up the 
George bill and find out who prefers govern- 
ment by Debs to government. by the peopie. 


RAILROAD TRACK ELEVATION. 
Taz Tarsune of Sunday last contained a 
summary of the provisions of the new ordi- 


nance providing for the elevation of the Lake | 


Snore and Rock Island railroad tracks.in this 
city and for the construction of subways at 
the street “intersections. The elevation above 
the plane of the existing road bed is to begin 
at the St, Charles Air line,a little north of 
Sixteenth street, rise to 11 feet at Twenty- 
second street, continue. at nearly that eleva- 
tion to Thirty-fifth, average something less 
than that to Sixty-seventh, and taper down to 


the. level farther south. Nineteenth, Twen- | 


tieth, Twenty-first, and Spring streets are va- 
cated (by asubsequent order). There is to be 
a clear headway of 12 feet at each sabway 
and that of the thirteen to be used by the 
City Street railway company will be 1344 
feet. The sidewalks are to have a minimum 
head -room of 74¢ feet. With some exceptions 
stated in the ordinance the width between the 
walls of all subways is to be 66 feet, width of 
roadway between curbs 38 feet, width of 
each sidewalk 14 feet. The entire length and 
width of the roadways in all subways are to 
be paved with a single course of vitritied brick 
laid on nine inches of hydraulic centent con- 
crete. The railroad companies are to pay the 
cost of elevating ‘the traéks, depressing the 
streets, paving and lighting the subways, pro- 
viding tor pumps,and pumping out water 
where the‘ street depression is forced below 
the sewerage level. 

It is believed the work will be begun al- 
most immediately. 
companies not less than $2,500,000, repre- 
senting an intgrest charge of $125,000 per 
year, This and the lighting of the subways 
will much more than offset the saving of 
$36,000 per year now paid by the two com- 
panies for gatemen at the fifty or more 
crossings within the elevated district and the 
additional expense of policing the tracks and 
maintaining gates and towers. The ordi- 
nance requires that they shall pay $100,000 
to the city, which thereupon will relieve the 
compauies from all consequential damages 
to abutting propverty-owners by reason of 
lowering-the street grades or elevation of the 
tracks, 
vated by each company is about seven miles. 

The amount of depression of the street pav- 
ing at the subways is a matter of great public 
interest. Stated to the nearest tenth part of 
a footsome of the more important are as 
follows, the deepest measure being given 
when the depression is not thesame for both 
ends of the subway: Archer avenue, 4,0;

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THE DEMOCRATIC LEGISLATIVE GERRY- 
MANDEX. 

Tue Trreune said that ‘‘there are several 
ofthe gerrymandered districts where the Re- 
publicans can much more safely run three 
candidates than the Democrats can run two.” 
Thereupon the junior Democratic organ says 
that this is an admission of the fariness of 
the present legislative apportionment, and 
that— 

It is& pretty fair Democratic “ gerrymander” 
that placesit within the power of the Repub- 
licans to ran “in several gerrymandered dis- 
tricts’’ three candidates with greater safety than 
the Democrats can ran two. 

That there are a few such heavily Repub- 
lican districts is further evidence of the parti- 
san character of the present apportionment. 
The Democrats used all their ingenuity so that 
their opponents might carry a few districts by 
overwhelming majorities while they them- 
selves might carry a large number of districts 
by small majorities. Thus the Republican 
vote in the new Eighth District in 1892 wa 
8.131 to 4,793 Democratic; in the Tenth, 
9,798 to 4,878; in the Twenty-ninth 11,152 
to 7,407; in the Thirty-fifth 12,347 to 8,263; 
and the Fifty-first 8,830 to 5,194. On the 
basis of the 1892 vote eleven districts are 
Democratic by majorities of less than a 
thousand as against four which are Repub- 
lican, Wherever it was possible to crowd Re- 
publican counties into a district the Demo- 
crats have done so, disregarding where néces- 
sary constitutional provisions, the object be- 
ing to make more Democratic districts. And 
then they appeal impudently to those few 
Republican districts as proof that they have 
not gerrymandered the State. 

While the junior organ insists that the 
new apportionment is “ the fairest the State 
has had,’’ Gen. Black, the defeated candidate 
for the Senatorial nomination, is quoted by 
the same paper as saying that “‘ the redistrict- 
ing of the State gives the Democrats a de- 
cided advantage, and the Republicans would 
have to carry the State by more than 40,000 
majority in order to secure the Legislature.”’ 
It is no wonder that Gen. Black thought the 
nomination a “soft snap’? and was so. anx- 
ious to get it. : 

An apportionment which is worth 40,000 
votes to the party making it is nota fair ap- 
portionment. It isa manifest gerrymander. 
Where an apportionment is honest the party 
which elects the State officers even by a very 
close vote should carry the Legislature nine 
times out of tén. 
ing to insist that the present apportionment is 
not a gerrymander it should suppress Gen, 
Black, Senator Palmer, and those other promi- 
nent Democrats who admit that it is a gerry- 
mander. Unanimous and harmonious lying 
does accomplish results often, as in 1892; 


but when some are lying and others blurting 


out the truth no one can be deceived. The 


Democrats ought to get together and agree 
what they will say about their gerrymander.

DID CARNOT SEE THE RED SPECTER? 


It Visited the Great Napoleon and Fore- 
teld His Downfall. 

St. Louis Republic: Since the news of Car- 
not's assassination flashed across the cable 
two weeks agolI have often wondered if he 
was warned of the coming termination of his 
career by the “* Little Red Man.’’ L’Homme 
Rouge, as the French call thecelebrated royal 
specter, which is.said to have first made its 
appearance in the time of the first and only 
great Napoleon. According to the gencral 
belief the “Red Specter’ of the French 
(which isa “familiar”’’ corresponding to the 
‘*Weisse Dame” or ‘* White Lady” of the 
German royalty) only makes his appearance 
at the Tuileries on the eve of some great na- 
tional disaster. 

_ Some accounts declare that the red appari- 
tion visited both Louis XVII. and Marie An- 
toinette on several occasions, making his last 
appearance to the latter on the evening pre- 


ceding the day upon which she suffered death.| 


by the guillotine, but I have it on pretty good 
authority that he was unknown prior to the 
battle of the Pyramids, July 21, 1798, a tact 
which will be more clearly set forth before 
this note is finished. 

The news of the Red Specter’s periddical 
visits to the great Napoleon first became the 
property of the general public in 1814, no 
less a personage than Count Mole being re- 
sponsible for its publication.

Tuileries, and that he had received express 
command from the Emperor to 
admit no one. Hardly had an hour passed 
when a queer-looking character, dressed 
in scarlet from head to foot, made his appear- 
ance in the hallway. He was promptly halt- 
ed, but as promptly demanded to see the Em- 
peror. Mole attempted to explain the situa- 
tion, but the Red Man would not hear to it. 
** Tell your master,”’ he persisted, ** that the 
is awaiting an audience.”’

Mole, at the risk of losing roy- 
al favor, listened at the chamber door, and 
afterward attested on. oath that he heard the 
followmg remarkable conversation between 
the Red Man and the Emperor: 


‘*General,”’ said the specter, “‘this is the 


third time that I have appeared before you as 
amap. The first time we met was in ypt, 
on tha.exe of the battle of the oS See 
(sic) ; the second after the battle of Wagram. 
At the last named place I gave you four years 
in which to conquer all Europe or make 
peace with the allies. Now come 
for the third and last time to warn 
you that you have but three short 
months of power; in three months from this 
hour the allies will bein Paris, A general 
conquest or a geheral peace must be had 
within ninety days, otherwise your power will 
be confined to a small, bleak island of the 
sea.”’ Saying this the specter left the room 
even while the Emeperor was trying to ex- 
plain that either a conquest or peace would be 
impossible in such a short space of time. On 
March 31 (this meeting is said to have taken 
place Jan. 1, 1814) the aliens were in pos-

IMMIGRANTS OUT OF WORK IN A 
RUSH TO QUIT AMERIOA 


Animated Cut in Steamship Rates Ac- 
celerates an Outward Flow That Prom- 
‘ises to Relieve the Congestion of Labor- 
ers in This Country—Round-Up of Chi- 
nese Smuggiers—Alleged Deal Combin- 
ing Cordage Compani Gen. Kerwin 
Appointed Police Commissioner. 


New York, July 16.—[Special.}—Steam- 
ship agents say the steerage rate war now on 
will create a rush of foreigners to their homes 
and thus relieve the labor market. They look 
‘apon the cut in rates on outgoing steamers as 
the most practical solutiod of the labor 
probiém. The American and White Star 
only ones that have 
established a $10 rate to Liverpool and 
Queenstown, but nearly all the companies are 
allowing curbstone brokers to cut prices. It 
was reported that the American line had gone 
even below the $10 rate, but at the 
offi¢e of the company this was de- 
nied. The offiées of the White Star 
company were crowded this mornmg 
with people inquiring about the reduced rates, 
and at the American line the opinion was ex- 
pressed that the Paris Wednesday will carry 
all for whom there is room. It is believed 
the Germanic Wednesday will take out 500 
steerage pussengers. It has formerly aver- 
aged 125. The Teutonic will carry GOO or 
700 in the steerage on its next trip. 

Foreigners now out of work wiil return to 
their homes at those reduced prices rather 
than remain here, where living is higher. 
Most of them can get enough together to pay 
passage and railroad fare to the other 
side. Just as during the hard times 
from 18738 to 1878, there is now 
ome gery no immigration. Foreigners have 

eard of the business depression here and are 
staying at home. Even if times improve 
they will not be ina hurry to come here, and 
with the increased output of foreigners it is 
argued there must be logically a greater de- 
mand for labor here, 

At the offices of the North German Lloyd 
and Cunard lines no decision with regard to 
steerage rates during the present fight has 
been reached. The Cunard Line Steamship 
company announced a reduction in steerage 
rates to English points from $25 to $12. 
This rate applies to passage to London, 
Lundonderry, Queenstown, and Liverpool. 
The Cunard line also wil! sell a return ticket 
prepaid from the other side for $15.

OF THE PRESIDENT. .— 


The House Formally Extols the Sap- 


pression of Lawlessness, the Vote Stand- 
ing 125 to 27—Biand and Pence Mildly 
Criticise the Administratiod= Final 
Vote te Be Taken Today on Bailey’s 
Bankruptcy BiileAnti-Option Measurc 
Referred to a Senate Committea, 
Wasuineton, D. C., July 16.—The House 
today by a@ vote of 125 to 27 atlopted.a 
resolution offered by Mr. McCreary of Ken- 
tucky indorsing the action of the President 
and the administration in suppressing law- 
lessness in connection with the strike. It 
was adopted under suspension of the rules, 
only thirty-eight minutes being allowed for 


debate. Mr, McCreary and Mr. Catchings 


made short speeches in support of the resolu- 
tion, and Mr, Pence and Mr. Bland indulged 
in some criticism of the action of the ad- 
ministration, but neither was unduly severe. 

The opponents of the resolution were not 
numerous enough to demand a yea and nay 
vote and the resolution was adopted by a ris- 
ing vote, with no record of the names of those 
voting either for or against. 4 

The remainder of the day was spent in an 
effort to press the Bailéy bankruptcy bill, but 
although it was engrossed and read a third 
time, the quorum failed on the final vote, and 
the vote on its passage will be taken the first 
thing tomorrow. At 5:50 p. m. the House 
adjourned. | 

The Bailey bill is purely a voluntary bank- 
ruptcy measure. It is limited in its opera- 
tion to two years. Under it property is ad- 
ministered according to State laws, thus cre- 
ating no officers or new machinery for its ex- 
ecution. The bill provides that if any debtor 
owing $200 or more shall execute anh assign- 
ment, valid according to the laws of the State 
in which he resides, and, as to his property 
situated elsewhere, valid accordi to. the 
law of the place where it is located, and also 
in accordance with its own requirements, he 
shall be discharged from his debts. 

Requirements of the Bill, 

The only requirements which the bill itself 
exacts are that the assignment shall include 
all of the debtor’s property not exempt, and 
shall be for the equal benefit of all his credi- 
tors, without preference, except for debts due 
for labor and to the State and. Géneral Gov- 
ernment. It exempts such property: as may 
be exempt from forced sales under the law of 
thedebtor’s domicile, It further provides that 
four months after the debtor has executed his 
assignment he may file his petition in the 
Federal Court alleging, under oath, a full 
compliance with the law and praying to be 
discharged from further liability of his debts. 
His creditors are cited to appear and they 
have a reasonable time in which to file 
their answer and to contest the 
debtor’s right to a judgment. If upon the 
trial it should appear that the debtor has 
given any preference by assignment or 
otherwise, or that he has done anything to 
prevent a fair and equal division of his prop- 
erty pro rata among his creditors, or that he 
has atte ptetl to defraud his c 
the court must refuse to discharge him. 

The bill further provides that if an attach. 
ment has been levied the debtor can still ex- 
ecute an assignment which shall vacate the 
attachment, he will then be entitled to 
the benefit of the Jaw. If the attachment is 
collusive, and the debtor permits it to stand, 
he deprives himself of a release, and his cred- 
itors still have their action in all the courts 
- — aside the attachment on the ground of

NEW LAWS TO GOVERN OONTRAOCTS. 


House Members Talk of Needed Reforms 
Suggested by the Strike. 

Wasnrneron, D. C., July 16.—Thete is 
considerable difference of opinion among 
Congressmen as to whether the commission to 
be appointed by the President to investigate 
the causes of the strike will interfere with the 
investigation proposed by the House Commit- 
tee on Inter-State Commerce. Members of the 
committee hold there will be no interference, 
since the work of the Congressional commit- 
tee will be for the purpose of recommending 


legislation to prevent strikes like this one. It 


was developed during the discussion in com- 
mittee, and over the advisability 
of a Congressional investigation, — that 
more than one member of the body will go 
into the work with views which may dri 
about decided results. The members refer 

to think the laws governing contracts with 
employés of -ompanies engaged in inter-State 
commerce should provide t corporations 
should not discharge their men or cut down 
their wages without due notice, and that on 
the other hand men should not be allowed to 
stop work without notice to their employers. 
They would not interfere with the rights of 
employés to strike in a body or otherwise, 
but would prevent the sudden stranding of 
commerce, as well as sympathetic strikes en- 
tered upon Without notice. There is a belief 
that some features of the maritime laws reg- 
ulating contracts might be advantageously 
applied to iater-State commerce. 


TARIFF CONFERREES IN TROUBLE. 


No Signs of an Agreement Among House 
and Senate Democrats. 

Wasuineror, D. C., July 16.—The Demo- 
cratic members of the tariff conference com- 
mittee adjourned earlier than usual today, 
and the situation at the time of adjournment, 
frém the best ‘information obtainable, was 
that the conferrees were far from an agreement 
and that within a short time a disagreement 
would be reported to the Senate and House. 
One of the conferrees summed up the; situa- 
tion as follows: ‘* We have accomplished ab- 
solutely nothmg today. We have not ad- 
vanced an inch, and after being together all 
day we are exactly where we were last 
Saturday night. There is no truth whatever 
in the report that we have reached an agree- 
ment on sugar. On the contrary, no arrange- 
ment is even in sight. While there has been 
talk of cailing in the Republican members on 
some questions, yet it had not amounted to 
an agreement up to the time of adjourning.

HOT FIGHT IN AN EAST INDIAN JUNGLE. 


A Bear and a Huge Serpent Settle a Quar- 
rel. 

New York Zribune: How the denizens of 
East Indian jungies settle their differences 
was told in a letter received in this city re- 
cently from Madras. The writer, who saw 
the fight, had accompanied some Cheucus who 
were on a hunt for game arf had set a num- 
ber of traps and nets. They were making the 
rounds of the nets when their attertion was 
attracted by a succession of hideous noises— 
roars of rage and pain and a prolonged hiss- 
ing like the rush of escaping steam. They 
hurried to the spot and saw a huge jungle 
bear fighting for his life with an enormous 
serpent. Theserpent had wound its giant 
folds around the bear, which dashed itself 
from side to side and rolled over and over on 
the ground in frenzied endeavors tw get free, 
rearing and snapping its jaws like castanets at 
the serpent’s folds. It was unable to reach 
them, however, owing to the way in which 
they were constricted about its body. 

In this way they struggled until they reached 
the edge of the incline, down which the bear 
threw himself with aspeed which evidently 
disconcerted the serpent, for it unwound a 
couple of foldé and threw its tail around 
a tree, evidently with the intention 
of anchoring itself and preventing the un- 
pleasant consequences of a rapid tumble 
down hill. This appeared like admirable 
strategy, but it resulted in the serpent’s un- 
doing. The rigid line of tail straightened out 
from the tree to the bear’s body gave the in- 
furiated beast a chance to seize hold of its 
assailant. He promptly accepted the chance, 
and with a tremendous effort turned and fast- 
ened his powerful jaws in the snake’s 
quivering flesh. The hissing was then 
appalling, as the writhing serpent rapidly un- 
folded its huge body and struck savagely 
at the clinc jaws of its enemy to make 
it loosen its hold on the mangled mass of 
fiesh. In response the bear, with a muffled 
roar, kept worrying the mouthful of snake in 
its jaws in paroxysms of anguished rage. 
Once more the serpent constricted its folds, 
the bear howled and gasped. and both rolled, 
still struggling, out of view into the high grass 
of thedorest. 

Their track. was marked with pools of blood, 
and when next seen they had parted. Ihe 
snake, evidentiy badly hurt, was coiled in an 
attitude of defense, with its head erect, and 
was hissing angrily. It had plainly had 
enough and was more anxious to be let 
alone than to renew the conflict. Not so 
the bear. Though nearly crushed to death, 
with its tongue lolling out from its blood- 
flecked, foaming jaws, the aroused brute was 
full of fight. After a moment’s pavse it 
rushed upon the serpent. The latter was weak 
from loss of blood, and the bear got it by the 
head and dragged it about with roars of tri- 
umph. The undergrowth around was beaten 
down flat by the convulsive strokes of the 
prect serpent’s tail as the bear crushed its 

ead to pieces, and at last it lay an inert and 
lifeless mass beneath the assaults of the vin- 
dictive bear.

Sugar and Muscle. 


London Public Opinion: _The subject of sugar 
as a food producing muscular power has been 
discussed by Dr. Vaughan Harely. From a brief 
summary of his paper we make the following ex- 
tracts: During a twenty-fouy, hours’ fast on one 
day water alone was drank; on another 500 
grammes of sugar were taken in an equal quapn- 
tity of water. it was thus found that the sugar 
not only prolonged the time before fatigue oc- 
curred, but caused an increase of 61 to 76 per 
cent in the muscular work done. In the next 
place the effect of sugar added to the meals was 
investigated. The muscle energy-producing ef.- 
fect of sugar was found to so great that 200 
grammes added to asmall meal increased the 
total amount of work done from 6 to 39 per cent. 
Sugar (250 grammes—about eight ounces) was 
now added to a large mixed meal, when it was 
found not only to increase amount of work 
done from 8 to 16 per cent, but increased the re- 
sistance against fatigue. Asa concluding exper- 
iment 250 grammes.of sugar were aided to the 
méals of a full diet day. causing the work done 
during the period of eight hours to be incceased 
22 to 36 per cent. |

BILLIARD CHAMPIONS OF ILLINOIS. 


The New Tournament to Begiu This Even- 
ing~Former Tournaments. 

The first contest in the State tournament 
for the championship of Lilinois at the four- 
teen-inch balk line game will commence this 
evening at Bensinger Hall, No. 256 South 
Clark street. There are four contestants, 
Maggioli, Heatley, Ed Heim, and Harrison. 
The gaines are 300 points each and the play- 
ers this evening will be Harrison and Mag- 
gioli. Hatley and Helm will meet Wednes- 
day evening and the losers of the two games 
will play on the succeeding evening. The 
winner of this tournament will secure the 
emblem representing the professional State 
championship at fourteen-inch balk line and

This is the first tournament representing 
the State championship at 14-inch balk line 
ever held in Lilinois, The first tournament 
for the championship of Lliinois, atthe old 
four ball game, pushink and crotching al- 
lowed, took place at Smith and Nixon’s Hall, 
Chicago, June 14 to 21, 1865. The contest- 
ants were J. Ferguson, M. W. Donahue, 
Harry Rhines, C. Coon, Tom Foley. A. Le 
Brun, and Lowell Mason. The latter gen- 
tleman was prevented by illness from par: 
ticipating, and a local amateur, still a well- 
known and respected resident ot Chicago, 
was substituted under the nomde plume of 
Charles Davis. Each game was 300 points, 
2% balls on a 6x12 four-pocket table. Foley 
captured first prize, a goid mounted cue, and

The message in which ttie Mayor stated 
his disapproval of the North Side Electric 
Street Railway company ordinance was ac- 
companied by several amendments which 
were adopted, and the ordinance passed by a 
vote of 60 to 1. Several minor ordinances of 
tne Chicago City Railway company, giving it 
permission to operate trolley lines on Halsted 
street, between Sixty-ninth and Seventy- 
ninth streets; on Wallace street, between 
Thirty-ninth and Root streets; on Center 
avenue, between Forty-seventh and Sixth- 
third streets; and on Sixty-third street, be 
tween Cottage Grove avenue and State street, 
were amended according to the Mayor's ideas 
and passed, | 

South Side Trolley Veto. 

Then the general ordinance of the Chicago 

City railway company, giving it the right to 


put trolley lines on all its horse car roads, 


came up through a message from the Mayor 
with amendments. It inclnded an amend- 
ment giving the company the right to convert 
the Indiana avenue road into a trolley 
line, There was a large number of 
the property-owners present, but their 
presence went for (nothing. The 
Council passed it. Ald. Madden spoke 
for the property-owners north of ‘Thirty-ninth 
street and Ald. Mann those between” Thirty- 
ninth and Fifty-fifth. Each. presented a pro- 
test signed by the owners of every foot of 
property along the street, Ald. O’Neiil of 
the Thirty-fourth Ward made a speech for the 
measure, Ald, Madden had previously made 
a motion to place the’ amendment on file, It 
was lost by a voteof 14to49. The amend- 
ment was adopted and the ordinance 


‘by a vote of 59 to 6. 


Among the first vetoes read was that of the 
South Side trolley ordinances. 

Mayor Hopkins began by declaring again 
his unalterable conviction against the over- 
head trolley in thickly settled districts as an 
objectionable nuisance. He leaves the re- 
sponsibility for sanctioning it in this in- 
stance to the Council. The veto continues: 

The Chicago City railway company is re 
quinpe to pay to the city $10,000 per annum for 

e next ten years, which money is to be used in 
erecting and maintaining electric are lights on 
streets whereon the company rans its cars. Thus 
the company itself will be largely benefited, for 
the money is not to be used by the city generally, 
nor is it to be used for street lighting on such 
streets as the city might select, but only on such 
streets as the onpeny operates street railroads 
upon. Butin spite of these grave objections I 
should have been disposed to pass this matter 
unnoticed were it not for the inequitable pro- 
visions of Sec. 9 in regard to the contributions 
of the Chicago City railway company towards 
the expense of track elevation. 

Your honorable body is aware of the great diffi- 
culties under which in negotiating for an accept- 
able track elevation ordinance we labored in our 
desire to provide a clear head room of sufficient 
height at subways where the cross-town lines of 
the aeeee City railway company are intersected 
by the right of way of the Lake Shore and Rock 
Island roads. A clear headroom of twelve feet 
would have been sufficient for the operation of 
horse car lines. But for the overhead trolley 
system aminimum clear headroom of 
and a half feet was provided at all crossings ex- 
cept at Archer avenue. To do so was a matter of 
engineering difficulty in the case of many cross- 
ings, and. moreover, will necessitate largely in- 
creased expenditure to the railroad companies in 
the construction af their elevated, road and 
possibly. somewhat . increa land damages, 
which may have to be borne by the 
city. To obtain from the Lake Shore and 
Rock Island railroads the concession to increase 
the clear head room of the subways prevented 
the city from asking concessions in other direc- 
tions, and required corresponding concessions 
from the city to the railroads.- Is it not fair, 
therefore, that the Chicago City railway com- 
pany, as the direct.and almost exclusive bene- 

ciary of thus increasing the head room of the 
subways, should stand the expense of providing 
the same? The sum of $150,000 which the com- 
pany is to pay to’ the city in consideration of 
providing this increased head room will, in my 
opinion, be hardly sufficient to compensate the 
city for the direct loss which it suffersién provid- 
ing. the increase, 

ut take into consideration furthermore the 
fact that the Chicago City railway company will 
annually save many thousands of dollars by sav- 
ing all the risks and dangers of collision with the 
engines of the two great steam roads when run- 
ning at grade with the street railroads. Here is 
another element of benefit for which it seems to 
me every fair minded person mnst admit the com- 
pany should contribute proportionately towards 
the expense of track elevation. 


Driving a Hard Bargain. 


Even if the entire sum of $150,000 were to be 
paid at once and unconditionally, that payment 
would be much smaller than it ought to be; but 
when a string is tied to the agreement, when the 
#150,000 is to be split up into thirteen parts, 
each ee to be paid when one subway is com- 
pleted, and when in addition thereto another 
onerous condition is made that the company is 
to be released from the partial payment for any 
particular subway, unless the same is completed 
within five years, then indeed the railway company 
appears in the attitude of driving a rather hart 
bargain with the city. 

A condition such as the one above mentioned 
would be a strong temptation to the railway 
company to procure some private property- 
owner to delay by injunction the completion of 
some of the subways pntil after the expiration 
of five years and thus escape some of the partial 
payments. If you think the gross sum of $150,- 
000 is a sufficient contribution then at least the 
provision releasing the company in case a sub- 
way is not completed within five years should 
be eliminated. I can never give my approval to 
anything short of this modification in the terms 
of payment. 

Since writing the foregoing negotiations have 
taken place between myself and. the officers of 
the Chicago City railway company, and the com- 
pany through its generar counsel now informs 
me that it will agree to the modification outlined 
of the payment of $150,000, and wiil accept the 
ordinance with all the amendments herewith sub- 
mitted. The company, however. insists that be- 
cause of this concession the érdinance should be 
amended by giving the company the privilege of 
operating its railroad along Eighteenth ‘street 
and Indiana avenue by the overhead trolley sys- 
tem. I will not object to this amendment pro- 
vided it is coupled with the condition that the 
company must obtain the consent of the property- 
owners representing a majority of the frontage 
on Indiana avenue. 


‘North Side Electric Negative. 


Among the points made in the veto of the 
North Side Electric Street railway company’s 
ordinance were the following: 


I herewith retarn to you, without my approval, 
an ordinance passed st your regular meeting of 
July 9, granting to the North Side Electric 
Street railway company the right to lay down 
and operate street railways upon certain streets 
in the City of Chicago. -My objections are: 

First-—-The ordinance permits the construction 
of street railways upon numerous streets and 
does not contain a correspondmg requirement 
of their construction. The ordinance now pro- 
vides that one-half the tracks should be 
completed within eighteen months. If 
this condition is not .complied with, the 
privileges econfefred by the ordinance are 
to cease. The ordinance should contain 
a requirement that the entire road as 
authorized should be completed and in 
operation within three years; that, unless the 
conditions as to time limit are complied with, 
the city should have thé right to remove that 
part of the tracks laid by virtue of the ordi- 
nance; that a deposit of $10,000 should be made 
to insure the good faith of the promoters; that 
this sum ehould be forfeited to the city as liqui- 
dated damages, unless the conditions as to time 
lirait are performed. 

Second—<As regards compensation to the City 
of Chicago for the granting of the valuable 
privileges conferred by “the ordinance, the 
same now contains a jprovision for 
a gradually increasing smal percentage 
of the net receipts. When that percentage is to 
be paid out of the net receipts it makes the com- 
pensation tobe paid to the city not only much 
smalier than itought to be, but in addition thereto 
compels the city to go into a sort of partnership 
with the railroad company, makes it necessary 
to pursue difficult and most inconvenient inves- 
tigations into the accounts of the company, and 
moreover, gives to the company the opportunity 
to deceive the city by resorting to methods of 
bookkeeping which might be unfair tothe city. 
The percentage should be figured from the gross 
receipts of the company. 

Third—The ordinance in its present shape does 
not contain proper provisions as to how the 
—_— should be conducted from the power 

ouses to the trolley wires; nor does it contain 
proper provisions for the users of permits 
from the Commissioner of Public Works before 
disturbing the surface of any street, 

These and other objections can be ney, we 
the adoption of amendments which are herewi 
submitted and to which the officers of the com- 
pany have agreed. !

Whiteman is a graduate of\Hamilton Col- 
lege, class of °81. He is remembered by 
graduates resideat in this city as a bold eard- 
player who made frequent trips even while 
in college to Albany and othér New York 
cities to play poker, often returning 
with large winnings. He . the 
son of a wealthy man in Dansville, N. Y., 
who made him executor of his will, without 
being required to givebond, When the fatner 
died young Whiteman hiff a fortune at his 
disposal, part belongmg to his sister. He 
came West, became interested in Minnesota 
pine lands, made money, and was rated as a 
wealthy man. He was elected tc the Min- 
nesota Senate, and while there appears to 
have resumed his habits of gambling on an 
extensive scale. He made his appearance on 
the Chicago Board of Trade several years ago 
as aspeculator, trading through several houses 
and speedily developing into a plunger. He 
owed large:balances at one time to three or 
four houses, one of which at least secured it- 
aunt py getting hold of his Minnesota pine 


ands. 
When Whiteman’s resources were exhausted 
he appears to have worked schemes similar 
to that for which he was arrested in Detroit, 
ae James R. De Witt. The latter 
entered West Point Academy as a@ cadet in 
1880. Six months later he was dismissed for 
inefficiency, but on the strength of his former 
connection with the United States Military 
Academy easily kept up an acquaintance with 
officers in the regular army. 


It Has Never Been Lifted. 


The first operation of Whiteman which 
brought him into attention was made through 
a Board of Trade commission firm. He in- 
duced the firm to cash a draft on -himself for 
$100. I[tis said he claimed to be Treasurer 
of the Whiteman Paper mills at Dansville, 
N.Y. The draft came back unpaid and has 
not been lifted. Last winter he registered at 
the Richelieu under the namewf Rhinelander 
and represented himself to be a member of 
the wealthy New York family of that name. 
The second day he succeeded in having Mr, 
Bemis cash a draft for $150 and then disap- 

ared. Two days later Clerk Grant of the 

otel caught Whiteman on the street and 
compelled him to go to the hotel. A friend 
was sent for, whoa. made good the loss. 

June 28 Whiteman, under the name of C, 
H. Davis, registered at the Grace Hotel. 
July 12 he disappeared, leaving an unpaid 
bill of $18. Last Thursday Manager J. H. 
Grace met him on the street and induced him 
to come up to the hotel. Arriving there Mr. 
Grace locked Whiteman in a room and puta 
guard over him. The next day Whiteman 
sent out to a dozen or more people and late 
in the eveningaformer acquaintance came 
in and paid the amount. 

In addition to the Board of Trade firm first 
referred to Whiteman. it is alleged, has since 
“got into” others. His alleged method has 
been to enter their offices, say he was going 
to speculate a little, givea small order 
present his check, invariably una New York 
bank. The check would be made for an 
amount larger than the order and the broker 
would give him the balance in cash. 

“These amounts,”’ said H. H, Carr of Carr 
& Co., ** were from $50 to $100—not enough 
to get him in trouble on account of his pre- 
vious reputation. I do not care about giving 
the names of the firms he has caught, but if 
you were to take a handful of grain on a busy 
day oun the board and throw it into the big- 
gest crowd,I do not think a single grain 
would miss hitting a man whom Whiteman 
has caught in the way I have related. He got 
us for a small amount,”’ 


De Witt Is Indicted. 


De Witt in the meantime also floated bogus 
checks. He sought out Lieut. Samuel Rod- 
man, an old West Point classmate, now con- 
nected with a safe company, and got him to 
cash a $150 check on the National Bank of 
New York, signed by George A. Benson. ‘Two 
days later it was learned the check was 
worthless. De Witt had meantime disap-

Thomas Mitchell Was the Builder of the 
Firat Houses Near Des Moines.

Andrew Jackson Reavill will go back to the 
Senate from the Forty-fifth Senatorial | Dis- 
trict if the people are willing and Dr. W. C. 
Kibbie will be appointed a member of the 
State Medical Board and move to Chicago if 
Gov. Altgeld is willing. This is said to be the 
way the Executive committee of the Dermo- 
cratic State committee settled the contest in 
the Forty-filth District at its meeting yester- 
day. Those present were Chairman Phelps, 
Secretary Nelson, W. B. Brinton. S. B. Chase, 
D. J. Hogan, Walter Watson, and J. P. Ma- 
honey. Ihe committee decided to open the 
campaign about Aug. 12, discussed finances, 
and appointe@ Marshal Brinton a committee 
of one to superintend the establishment of a 
literary bureau. There will mot be a meeting 
of the full committee until Franklin Mac- 
Veagh, the candidate of the party for United 
States Senator, returns [rom New Hamp- 
shire, and then the question of details and as- 
sessinent of candidates will be taken up. 

When the committee met pera ag 4 morn- 
ing a subcommittee, composed of Dr. Watson, 
D. J. Hogan, and Senator Mahoney, was ap- 
pointed to hear the evidence in the contest in 
the Forty-fifth District. The facts in the 
case seem to be these: The district is com- 
posed of Jasper, Crawford, Richland, and 
Lawrence Counties. A convention was held 
at Lawrenceville April 10, and before the 
Committee on Credentials had reported a 
motion was made that the convention adjourn 
until May 1. It received seventeen yeas and 
nineteen nays, and a member of the ruling 
race named Magahey. who was in the chair, 
declared the motion carried. Dr. Kibbie says 
the vote was nineteen yeas and seventeen 
nays. When the convention reassembled May 
1 Magahey was dethroned and Robert Stattler 
made Chairman. The Kibbie people organ- 
ized a convention of their own and nominated 
W.C, Kibbie of Crawford County for the Sen- 
ate, and J. Edward Black of Lawrénce and 
Thomas Tibbitt of Rithland County for the 
House. The other delegates nominated A. J. 
Reavill for the Senate and Mr. Tibbitt and 
Oliver P. Gifford of Jasper County for the 
House. The subcommittee reported, recom- 
mending that it be given more time, saying it 
would like to see the records of the conven- 
tions and suggesting that it might be neces- 
sary to submit the matter to arbitrators. It 
also said if a little time was given the con- 
troversy might be settled. The amicable set- 
tlement, it is understood, will be brought 
about by giving Kibbiea place on the State 
Medical Board. This would be highly satis. 
factory to him, it is said, as it would give him 
a chance to move to Chicago.

ANOTHER ELEVATOR PROPOSITION, 


The Aménd ment Proposed Last Week Will 
Be Considered This Afternoon. 


Representatives of the grain receiving, ship- 
ping, and elevator interests made another 
fruitless effort yesterday afternoon to meet 
on common ground. The elevator associa- 
tion sent to a committee composed of a num- 
ber of the conservatives on the board a prop- 
osition,* which was rejected. This agreed not 
to retain ownership of *‘ contract ”’ grain after 
its receipt in public warehouses for a longer 
time than required to carry it. to the first de- 
livery day of the popular delivery next fol- 
lowmg—viz.: September, December, May, 
and July. This was the only feature in the 
proposition of the elevator people differing 
from that published a few days ago and was 
proffered on the condition that all elevators 
which were regular previous to July 1 shall 
be mede regular from that date. 

The proposition was rejected by the com- 
mittee on the ground that it was not material 
and had no important bearing on the ques- 
tion at issue. The amendment proposed last 
week will be presented»this afternoon to the 
Board of Directors of the Board of Trade, It 
is the plan to subsequently call a meetmg of 
the full association to take such action as will 
permit theamendment to take precedence over 
the amendment now posted. The rules pro- 
vide that such amendment must be submit- 
ted over the signatures of twenty-five mem- 
bers at least three days prior to the time it ia 
to be voted upon, during which time it shall 
be posted with the originai proposition. Thus 
it is possible to substitute a new measure for 
the one now serving the usual ten days’ notice 
on the blackboard preparatory to a ballot vote 
of the full association. 

‘*Il am opposed to this amendment,” said 
Director John Hill, ** because itis the same 
old thing under a new guise, and practically 
prohibits elevator concerns from buying and 
selling grain and will nut be accepted by 
them,” 


A member of the ** Grand Pacific commit- 
tee ’’ thus expressed himself: “ These propo- 
sitions are not what they promised to send 
us. The elevator people asked us to delay 
our meeting, promising to send us something 
definite and acceptable: Messrs. Weare and 
Harper agreed with me this morning to sub- 
mit a proposition not to buy and seli grain ex- 
cept where other points like Peoria, St. Louis, 
etc., are in competition. They called in Mr. 
Counselmgn he assented to that proposi- 
tion.
